An article on the remuneration of lit- 


erary work in Russia is published in the 
Diflo of St. Petersburg. Literary pro- 
ductions were unknown in Russia nntil 
tho time of Peter the Great. That sof- 
ereign, in introducing European institu- 
tions into his country, found it neces- 
sary to explaia them to his subjects by 
means of various publications, mostly 
translated from foreign languages, and 
for this purpona kept a ragnlar btaff of 
writers. The annual salary of Kozlov- 
sky, the editor of "translations," was 
only 300 roubles ($40) a year; and Man- 
keyeff, "the father of Bosnian histori- 
ography," was paid six roubles a month. 
Theie officials were very hard worked, 
as the Czar always insisted on each pub- 
lication being ready in the shortest pos- 
sible acace of tima. The same system 
was pursued under Peter's successor. 
Tho academician, Mailer for editing the 
St. Petersburg Gazette, was paid 100 
roubles a year, and another eminent 
Russian writer, Lomonossofi', was so 
poor that he repeatedly bad to apply to 
the Kuisina Academy lor relief. It was 
not until the time of'Catharine II. that 
Russian writers assumed a more inde- 
pendent tone, and literary voik in Rus- 
sia then brought ta high n price a* in 
Western Europe. 
Karamsyu received 


150,000 roubles (£2,000) for the first 
edition of his ."History of Eutsia," be- 
sides .his pension of 50,0(10 roubles a 
.year; "and the widow of Pushkin re- 
ceived a pension ot 5,000 roubles, with 
142,500 roubles to pay her husband's 
debts.
